CFA rejects tentative contract

Chancellor Charles Reed will meet with 
California Faculty Association officers today in 
the wake of the landslide rejection of a tentative 
contract agreement by CFA members on Friday. 

“The ball is in the Chancellor’s court,” said Jim 
Smith, communications director for CFA. 

The tentative agreement, reached Jan. 26 at the 
CSU Board of Trustees meeting in Long Beach, 
had included a 3-percent faculty pay raise and 
would have diverted 40 percent of the total salary 
pool into merit pay programs. 

CSUS union members voted nearly 5 to 1 
against the agreement, with 248 of 304 CFA 


Senate

Faculty members expressed concern 
about providing students with academic 
advising at the Faculty Senate meeting 
on Thursday 

With 36 out of 63 voting members 
present - barely a quorum - the faculty 
senators debated proposed changes to 
their major advising policies that would 
require departments to make advising to 
students more available. 

“We have an advising problem,” said 
Jean-Pierre Bayard, professor of electri- 
cal engineering and chair of the 
Academic Policies Committee. 

Otis Scott, professor of ethnic stud- 
ies, was also critical of the overall qual- 
ity of academic advising at CSUS. 

“At best, academic advising is spotty 
on campus,” said Scott, 

Most departments require that stu- 
dents receive advising in their majors at 
least once before graduating. Students 
seeking answers to questions about gen- 
eral education requirements, however, 
are Often sent over to the Academic 
Advising Center on the first floor of 
Lassen Hall. 

Associated Students, Inc. representa- 
tive Jeremy Brickner said that the facul- 
ty should be able to help a student with 
any question about requirements. 

“I’ve gone to several offices trying to 
get answers about advising. We need 
somebody who knows what they’re 
talking about,” said Brickner. 

But some professors expressed con- 
cem about the time it would take to 
advise students about both their major

The Associated Students Inc. is adding its support 
to affirmative action and is asking the university ath- 
letics department to live up to its end of the deal after 
action taken during Wednesdays’ board of directors 
meeting. 

Affirmative action was a major focus at the ASI 
meeting. After a heated debate, the board joined a 


members voting no. 
Statewide, the vote was 57 
percent against accepting the 
agreement to 43 percent for it. 

“We were astonished that 
the no-vote carried,” said Jeff 
Lustig, professor of govern- 
ment and president of the 
CFA chapter at CSUS. 

The meeting today is 
scheduled to discuss the 
extension of the old faculty 
contract for two weeks until the next CSU Board 
of Trustees meeting on March 17. The temporary 
faculty contract had expired at midnight Sunday. 
The Trustees can then vote on a “last best offer,” 
which would give the Chancellor the power to 


movement in the University of Califomia system to 
restore affirmative action. The measure, authored by 
Sean South, postbaccalaureate director, was passed 
by a 54 vote after nearly an hour of discussion. 

The board was concerned that debating such an 
issue would be trivial because of the lack of impact 


on CSUS students. 


Several members of the board expressed the opin- 
ion that CSUS should stick to issues that are pertinent 
to the campus and not become involved in matters on

“We are requesting that the 
CSU administration’s negotia- 
tors return immediately to the 
bargaining table in good faith 
to reach an agreement that is 
more acceptable to the faculty,” said CFA 
President Terry Jones. 

Lustig .said that some form of job action or 
strike could take place at Sacramento State.

A second measure introduced by South asked the 
university athletics director, Debbie Colberg, to pro- 
vide ASI with the data required by the athletic con- 
tract.

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forced into doing so to protect professional work- 
ing conditions and the quality of education at all 
the CSUs,” said Lustig.

“It too early to tell. We’ll know more after 
Wednesdays meeting,” said Gerth.

Recycling 
Center 
reopens

The CSUS Recycling Center will 
reopen today. 

Students, faculty, staff and the com- 
munity can again recycle their paper, - 
cardboard, plastic, aluminum and glass 
at 300 containers around campus, and at 
a community drop-off center also on 
campus. 

The center’s primary goals of 
“decreasing the CSUS waste stream, and 
preserving the environment by reducing 
landfill, will resume,” said Kent Ewing, 
manager of the custodial services depart- 
ment. 

Ewing will oversee a liaison between 
CSUS and the local area Conservation 
Corps. Most of the staff for the recycling 
center comes from that organization. 

“Their program, called Youth at Risk, 
provides training and guidance for trou- 
bled youth ages18 to 24 to help get them 
on a path to a different life,” said Ewing. 
They work at no cost to CSUS. 

For now, they will continue to sort 
paper, cardboard, plastic, aluminum, and 
glass by hand. 

“Two new machines purchased by 
CSUS will not operate until they can be 
relocated within the center and hooked 
up,” said Howard Haris, associate vice 
president for Facilities Management. 

When they do become operational, 
the machines will process larger quanti- 
ties of recyclable materials faster. They 
will also form recycled material into 
bales to make it easier to store, said 
Ewing. 

Mark Kennedy, former campus coor- 
dinator for the Recycling Center, 
obtained money to buy the new equip- 
ment through grants before he resigned 
to accept a job with the California 
Integrated Waste Management Board 
last fall. 

Previously his position was funded 
by a partnership with ASI,. the CSUS 
Foundation, and CSUS. The center also 
employs students through the federal 
work-study program. It remains unclear 
whether funding through that partner- 
ship will continue. 

Harmis said he feels optimistic that 
ASI, the CSUS Foundation and CSUS 
will resume partnership. 

“The university is looking at the pro- 
gram and its potential for the future, and

Chancellor Charles Reed said he is dismayed with the 
vote on Friday. | 

“The Trustees and I are very disappointed that the CFA 
membership voted against all of the benefits included in this 
contract offer,” he said. 

CSU faculty has been working without a contract since 
last July when negotiations broke down between the CFA 
and the Chancellor over issues such as lagging rates of fac- 
ulty compensation in the CSU system. 

According to the Califomia Postsecondary Education 
Commission, there is an 11.1-percent salary gap between 
CSU faculty salaries and those of comparable institutions 
throughout the United States. 

The tentative agreement also would have used 40 percent 
of the salary pool for merit pay programs. The CFA has long 
opposed any merit pay system that does not include peer 
review and final say in any merit award. Currently, the pres- 


ident of each university has the final say. 
“The salary increases in the tentative agreement were 


allocated through merit pay and other provisions that we felt 


threatened the quality of education in the CSU system,” said 
Lustig. 

Other provisions in the failed agreement include: 

e A 3-percent general salary increase retroactive to Oct. 1, 
1998 

e Continued inclusion of department chairs in the bar- 
gaining unit 

e Three-year contracts for the Faculty Early Retirement 

Program 

e Two-year appointments for lecturers with six years of 
continued service 

¢ Increased paid maternity/paternity leave from 10 days 
to 20 days for all faculty. 

Any or all of these provisions could be included in a con- 
tract imposed by Reed. 

“We'll try everything before that happens,” said Lustig.

With a bid of $11,678,054, 
McCarthy Bros. is the apparent low 
bidder for the construction of a new 
Mariposa Hall, a five-story classroom 
building to be built in the center of 
campus. 

On Thursday afternoon, eight con- 
tracting firms entered bids for the proj- 
ect before the 2 p.m. deadline expired. 
Soon after, the sealed bids were read 
off, ranging from $11.6 million to over 
$13 million. As the low bidder, 
McCarthy Bros. has been tentatively 
awarded the contract. 

“This is the Super Bowl for us,” 
said Leanne Pachkov, director of mar- 


keting for McCarthy Bros. “Right up 
until the last minute we were hurriedly 
slashing every possible dollar off our 
bid. Once we found out we were the 
low bidder, there was a collective sigh 
of relief in the room.” 

Other projects undertaken by 
McCarthy Bros. include Terminal A at 
Sacramento International Airport and 
the expansion of the Sacramento 
Convention Center. In 1991, the firm 
constructed the CSUS parking garage. 

““We’ve had a good experience with 
McCarthy in the past, and I’m certain 
everythings going to go okay with this 
project,” said Howard Haris, associate 
vice president of Facilities 
Management. 

CSUS will review the McCarthy 
Bros. bid for accuracy before officially 


awarding the contract. 

Funding for construction will come 
from the Proposition 1A school con- 
struction bond. 

The new building will be located 
between Eureka Hall and Kadema Hall 
when complete. In order for construc- 
tion to begin, the existing Mariposa 
Hall, which provides only 6,126 square 
feet, must be demolished to make 
room for the new building, which will 
be five stories tall and include 48,522 
square feet. 

To help ease confusion, the new 
building will also be named Mariposa 
Hall once complete. 

Demolition is expected to begin in 
early April, with construction sched- 
uled to last approximately 16 months.

3Com offers their 
own operating system, the Palm OS 2.0 for the 
Palm Pilot professional and the Palm OS 3.0 
for the Palm III, both are simple to use and in- 
terface with some popular Microsoft pro- 
grams. 

All three of the pocket organizers offer 
synchronization with PCs which allows the

user to impute and swap schedule, address, fi- 
nancial, and other information whenever they 
please. Most of this takes place automatical- 
ly just by installing the pocket organizer in its 
cradle. Some of the organizers can recharge 
there as well. 

However, one feature of interest to most 
students is the price. Over the past few months 
the price has dropped by 10-20 percent. 

Fry’s Electronics in Sacramento sells the 
Palm III and Nino 301 pocket organizers for 
$299, Circuit City has comparable prices, but 
the real deal on pocket organizers can be 
found on-line. . 

“T was able to purchase mine over the in- 
ternet for $50 less than in retail stores,” said 
Doidge. 

On-line purchasing can offer a significant 
price discount. The on-line auction site Ebay 
offers several used and new pocket organizers 
at 25-50 percent off retail price. 

Buying direct over the intemet from a re- 
tailer can also provide a good discount. Many

The Sac State baseball team almost earned 
its first series sweep of the season.,.again. 

For the second’ straight weekend, the 
Homets eared victories from the first two 
games of the series, but failed to win the finale. 

The Hornets beat the Gaels 9-6 and 7-1 on 
Saturday on Hornet Field before falling 21-4 
on Sunday. 

““(Saturday) the game worked to our favor,” 
head coach John Smith said. “We got some key 
hits, and they helped us with some walks and 
they didn’t play real good catch for a couple of 
innings and we took advantage of those things 
and put the pressure on them.” 

During the first game, junior nght hander 
Pat Edwards pitched eight innings, giving up 
10 hits and six runs while striking out five. 
With the win, Edwards improved his record to 
3-1 on the season. Junior Jimmy West pitched 
one inning in relief. | 

“Pat didn’t have near his good stuff,” Smith 
said. “But he gutted it out and kept us in the 
game. He kept us close and gave us a chance to 
get it going and we did. It was nice to see that 
happen.” | 

The Hornets were down 5-2 going into the 
eighth inning. 

Junior catcher Casey Martinez started the 
inning with a single to center field. Martinez 
was the first of seven runners to score during 
the inning when junior Brian Gilman singled to 
right field. The Hornets capitalized off five hits 
and one error from the Gaels defense to eam 
the victory. 

“We came back little by little,” Smith said. 
“Tt was good the way we came back. We’ve 
done that a couple of times.

After being ranked No. 1 in the 
United States Association of 
Gymnastics polls, the Sac State gym- 
nastics team celebrated by reaching 
another goal. 

- The Hornets finally scored above the 
190-mark with their 190.550 to 189.125 
victory over Seattle Pacific Saturday at 
Homet Gym. 

As 333 fans looked on, the team 
attempted to show why they deserve the 
high ranking. 

“T feel great about the score,” head 
coach Kim Hughes said. “But we still 
havent even reached our potential. We 
still has some falls from some of our top 
performers.” 

Saturdays team score was the sixth- 
highest in school history. The mark was 
not the only record-making score. The 
Homets scored an all-time-best 48.10 
on the uneven bars, with the help from 
freshman Wendy Baisdon, who scored a 
meet-high 9.75 on the event. Baisdon’s 
score was also the sixth-best in CSUS 
history 

Rewriting the record book didn’t 
stop there. Senior Andi Amold and 
sophomore Jolane Parr added their 
names in the records, as they each 
scored a 9.80 on the floor exercise. The 
score was the meet-high for the event 
and moved the two performers into a 
fourway tie with Kim Shoults (1997) 
and Rebecca Seebirt (1996) for the 
third-highest score in Homet history. 

Parr had previously been limited to 
the uneven bars event due to a torn liga- 
ment in her ankle. 

Hughes said the team was happy to 
have her back on more than one event. 

“Going from not competing to a 
9.80,” Hughes said. “That is what we’ ve 
missed during the last three weeks. And 
she was better before she got hurt. We 
can’t wait to get her all the way back.” 

While Parr was pleased with her 
floor score, she said she is also looking 
forward to an even better performance. 

“Tm used to the injury,” Parr said. “I 
had the same injury twice last year. But 
now I am-ready to be healthy in the end

from sophomore Michael Ford and freshman 
Anthony Salvemini. 

Smith said teams rarely split doubleheaders. 

“The second win was the carry-over from 
the first game,” Smith said. “It happens a lot in 
doubleheaders. It’s gone against us when we 
lost the first game that was close and then did- 
n’t swing the bat again in the next game as if it 
was contagious. Then we end up losing both 
games. 

“This time we finally got it going.” 

On the mound for the Homets for he second 
win was freshman Brian Gates. In his third 
start for the season, Gates went all seven 
innings, giving up five hits, one run and one 
walk while striking out four batters. Gates (1- 
2) now leads in the team with a 3.38 ERA. 

Smith said the freshman has already been a 
contributing factor for the team. 

“As a freshman, he’s light years ahead,” 
Smith said of Gates. “He’s special. We have 
had one other freshman that has lit the gun up 
like Gates does. Gates impresses people and 
has good command of the game. I don’t know 
how much confidence he has on the mound, 
but he has a lot of poise which radiates confi- 
dence.” 

The Homet defense that backed up Gates 
committed only one error. 

“T think the players that play behind Gates 
feel confident with him,” Smith said. “We got 
some hitting for him and we played catch for 
him. Every game he’s gotten better.” 

Gates said the improvement process takes 
time. 

“During the fall and early on in the season I 
didnt have as good of control of my pitches,” 
Gates said. “That was the case (Saturday) and 
I just had to get by. 

“T have to get myself to concentrate. I came 
out kind of flat and I need to work on getting 
more mentally prepared to pitch.” 

The Hornets hit the road again for a three- 
game series against UC Santa Barbara. The 
series begins Friday. The next home game will 
be March 9 against the UC Davis Aggies. The 


game starts at 2-p.m. at Hornet Field. ~~

Who said being an established 
Division I rowing program was all 
pressure and no fun? 

Sac State women’s rowing 
coach Bill Zack says this year’s 
team has the talent and drive to be 
invited to the biggest college row- 
ing event, the NCAA National 
Championships in May. 

But first, the Hornet rowers will 
test their talent against Miéills 
College, Humboldt State and St. 
Mary’s College Saturday at th 
CSUS Aquatic Center. 

“Mills College is not anywhere 
near as fast, so we’re going to do 

different combinations of events to 

make it more fun,” Zack said. 
“We're looking for folks to come 
out and have a good time. It’s like 
a season kickoff, similar to the 
basketball team’s ‘Midnight 
Madness.” 

Sac State and St. Mary’s will be 
the only Division | participants at 
the event. Humboldt State is a 
Division II school and Mills is 
Division III. 

All three teams will compete in 
the varsity eight, for the first and 
second teams, and the lightweight 
four races on Saturday. Judges 
from the NCAA regional seating 
committee use these times to 
determine the national rankings 
throughout the year. The varsity 
eight race features eight women 
from the varsity squad per boat 
and the varsity lightweight four is 
four varsity women weighing 130 
pounds or less per boat. The 
remainder of the races on Saturday 
will not impact rankings, but 
according to Zack, should be 
entertaining. 

““We’ll do whatever we can to 
make it fun for all the schools 
involved,” Zack said. 

In pursuit of an invite to the 
NCAA Championships (May 28- 


30 at the CSUS Aquatic Center), 
Zack said team health will be a 
factor in how far this team will go. 

“You always worry about 
injuries,” Zack said. “Last year, 
one rower got mono(nucleosis) 
and another suffered a stress frac- 
ture in her ribs.” 

While the team’s schedule has 
just begun, the women have been 
working out for much longer. 

“‘We’ ve got to have a good atti- 
tude because it’s a long grind,” 
Zack said. “The team has been 
practicing since last September.” 

On Feb. 6, the Hornets hosted 
the Golden State Indoor Rowing 
Championships where Hornet 
women took the top seven posi- 
tions in the collegiate open event 
and team captain Christina 
Clinton, took first in the light- 
weight division. 

The team will meet Santa Clara 
University and Humboldt State at 
home following this week’s event 
before traveling south for the San 
Diego Crew Classic on Mar. 27- 
28. 

“San Diego is going to be our 
first real tough match,” Zack said. 
“There will be 24 other schools 
there, so by then we'll have to 
have everything together.” 

Zack said with the season just 
beginning, he will look to his vet- 
eran rowers to lead the team. 
Becky Theis, Christina Clinton, 
Abigail Smyth, Heather Watson 
and Becky Devcic have competed 
for the three years that Zack has 
been head coach.

the Hornets ended the season 3-23 
overall and 3-13 in Rig Sky 
Conference play. 

Some players don’t want time 
off. 

“Our goal, for almost everyone 
on the team, is that when we start 
lifting weights next week that we 
don’t stop,” freshman guard Renee 
Jacques said. “We have to work 
really hard this summer and 
improve a lot. We know what we 
have to do now and how hard we 
have to work and it all starts next 
week.” 

Both losses came to teams that 
will be participating in the Big Sky 
tournament this weekend. Northern 
Arizona has been the favorite of 
many to win the tournament. 

“You saw an NCAA tournament 
team, a very experienced team go up 
against a very inexperienced team,” 
Abatemarco said. 

“Our kids did a great job. I am 


proud of all of them. Defensively 
we did a great job. Offensively, in 
the first half we just got behind. I 
thought our presses were excellent, 
but they are just such a good team.

Freshman Melissa Prescott is a 
recent graduate of Laguna Creek 
High School. She is the lone 
Sacramento-area gymnast on the 
team’s 15-person roster and has 
proved that you’d be “loco” to pass 
up this locale. 

“As an all-arounder nght now, 
she’s our strongest,” head coach Kim 
Hughes said. 

The all-around event combines 
the individual scores of the gymnasts 
who compete in all four events:

for that event. 

The Hormets are currently trying 
to be ranked in the top six in Region 
I competition. Only the top six teams 
are invited to the NCAA Division I 
Regional tournament in April. 

While the newest rankings were 
not available by press time, the 
Hornets were ranked No. 8 as of last 
week. 

While Prescott’s scores have 
helped the Hornets’ team scores, she 
has also gained national recognition 
for her performances. 

In the Feb. 6 United States 
Association of Gymnastics (USAG) 
rankings, Prescott is No. 4 for the 
floor exercise (9.575 average) and 
No. 9 in the all-around (37.292). The 
USAG rankings rate all universities 
at the NCAA Division I, II, or III 
level with gymnastics programs that 
carry no more than six full scholar- 
ships. Currently, there are roughly 
100 universities in the nation that 
cary a gymnastics program. 

A gymnast since the age of four, 
Prescott first competed in the San 
Leandro area until her junior year in 
high school when she moved to Elk 
Grove and joined the Sacramento 
gymnastics club, Gymagic. 

Gymagic is where Hughes and 
assistant coach Randy Solorio dis- 
covered Prescott. 

In a sport that has consumed 
much of Prescott’s time since she 
was young, she said her reason for

for nationals. I can do better than 
(Saturday). I know I can.” 

Parr said the team’s 190.550 is still 
not good enough.

“This is really going to be a test us 
for that level of national conference 
championship-style meets,” Hughes 
said. “All of the teams there are going to 
be very competitive.

us. Davis is scoring about the same. 
Santa Barbara is kind of in the basement 
right now because of injuries. But 
Fullerton, who we beat earlier in the 
year has really been improving.

Hughes said the Hormets got practice 
making positive adjustments during the 
meet against Seattle Pacific. The team 
started the meet on the vault and scored 
a lower score than the previous week 
with the same vault.

After the initial vault, the team 
scores increased, ending with a 9.825 
from Arnold. 

“Instead of being discouraged or dis- 
appointed, they stepped up and ended 
up scoring high in the end,” Hughes 
said. “That gave us another step up as 
far as our scoring potential. Going from 
event to event, they rallied each other. 
They made sure they were staying moti- 
vated and supportive of each other.”
